JAPANESE  BARBERRY  (B.  Thungergii)  — A 
dark-green  foliage  bush,  with  red  berries  that  hang 
on  all  winter.  Leaves  small  but  very  dense,  red 
in  fall.  A hardy,  rapid  grower.  A very  attractive 
and  much  used  shrub.
